In order to be admitted to kindergarten in the publie sehools, a ehild must attain the age of 
five by August 31 of the year in whieh he/she will enter. To enter grade one, a ehild must be six 
years old by August 31.

AGENDA FORMAT/PREPARATION AND DISSEMINATION 

An agenda shall be provided for all regular, speeial, adjourned and planning meetings. 

A tentative agenda for eaeh regular meeting shall be determined by the ehairperson in eollaboration with 
the Superintendent. It shall be submitted to the administrative seeretary of the Committee for preparation 
and delivery to the members, notiee to the press, and posting on bulletin boards of all sehools. The 
agenda and supporting materials, as gathered by the Superintendent, shall be sent to Committee 
members by the Friday preeeding the Sehool Committee meeting no later than 4:00 p.m., exeept for 
emergeneies. Any items reeeived by the administrative seeretary later than 4:00 p.m. on the Friday 
preeeding the Sehool Committee meeting shall be held and heard the following meeting, exeept for 
emergeneies and unless the Chair so deelares. 

In addition, the administrative secretary shall provide the following to the Arlington Public Schools 
Director of Technology to be posted on the website and notification of the posting to be distributed 
through parent lists: 

• School Committee agendas, posted with a disclaimer that the agenda is tentative and may be 
subject to change up until the time of the meeting 

• School Committee minutes, motions and appropriate back up material 

• Subcommittee agendas, posted with a disclaimer that the agenda is tentative and may be subject 
to change up until the time of the meeting 

• Subcommittee minutes, motion and appropriate back up material 

The following shall be included but not limited to items of business to be considered at each 
regular meeting: 

• Public participation 

• Consent Agenda 

• Superintendenfs report 

• Report of subcommittees and announcements 

The committee will follow the order of business established by the agenda except as it votes to rearrange 
the order for the convenience of visitors, individuals appearing before the committee, or to expedite 
committee business. 

Items of business may be suggested by any School Committee member, stalT member, or citizen. The 
inclusion of such items, however, will be at the discretion of the chairperson of the committee. A staff 
member who wishes to have a topic scheduled on the agenda should submit the request through the 
Superintendent. Citizens may submit such requests to the school committee chair through the 
committee's administrative secretary. 

Copies of the final agenda shall be available to spectators at all open session meetings for which an 
agenda is required.

Consent Agenda 

Items that are eonsidered to be routine shall be plaeed on the Consent Agenda and shall be enaeted by one 
motion. The Agenda shall have an asterisk (*) next to eaeh item plaeed on the Consent Agenda. There shall 
be no separate diseussion of items plaeed on the Consent Agenda unless a member of the Sehool Committee so 
requests, in whieh event the item shall be eonsidered in its normal sequenee on the agenda. Any one member of 
the eommittee may remove an item from the Consent Agenda for diseussion. Items that may be plaeed on 
the eonsent Agenda may inelude but are not limited to the following: a) minutes of previous meetings, b) 
ehanges to the poliey manual (seeond reading), e) field trips, d) warrant approvals, and e) other items that 
deemed to be routine by the Chair. 

For the benefit of the publie, the ehair will read the following paragraph and the list of items ineluded 
in the Consent Agenda: 

"All items are considered to be routine and will be enacted by one motion. There will be no separate 
discussion of these items unless a member of the Committee so requests, in which event the item will be 
considered in its normal sequence on the agenda. "
